IT BNBIOHBS THE SOIL. 


Pat Clark and Hia Experience 


•with Lime on Land -Big Crop. 


Mr Patrick Clark, ttie well-known farmer 


west of Deoatur is a man of original ideas 
and he always keeps up with the times. He 
came from New York state where the farmers 
use condemned lime in the soil to great ad 
vantage. He had had experience with the 
lime on the land there, and two years »go he 
decided to buy some to use on hla place to 
make a test of the scheme. He set apart 10 
acres of timber land, and procured 100 bush- 
els of condemned lime at a ureatly reduced 
price from Mr. David Martin, the Decatur 
lime merchant, and he put the lime on the 
land, giving 10 bushels to each acre. Toe lime 
kept the soil warm, kept the bugs and insects 
away, and as the land was sown In wheat tbnt 
year it yielded an increase of 8 to 10 bushels 
to the acre over adjoining land on which no 
lime had been placed. Mr. Clark had no trou- 
ble at all with the 10 acres. The wheat seemed 
to flourish from the start. It was hardy and 
the grains were larger than from other fields. 
Mr. Clark plained tho M acres In corn, and the 
entire field flourished through good and bad 
seasons, producing nearly 30 bushels to the 
acre more than the ground on which DO lime 
was uses. Specimens of the earn grown on 
the Jlmeei soil have been shown in the REPUB- 
HOAN sanctum, and an ear is now In the office 
for inspection. Mr. Clark has demonstrated 
that air-slaoked lime in the soil will produce 
better and greater crops. It Is not an experi- 
ment. It Is a success, and he cheerfully r o- 
ommends that other farmers go and do like- 
wise.

Thirty- 
five years after ward he said he naw the effect 
of that lime for twenty years, and It was the 
most profitable Investment he ever made 


Fifteen years ago E. Wade bought MO bash- 
els slacked lime, spread over his land, and 
next year his wheat yielded 15 bushels more 
to the acre. Recently he got a f «w more bush- 
els for potatoes, and reports it a success— 
larnrer potatoes and better flavor. 
Twelve years ago » Aholtz had lime nlaiik 
on his hands and hauling it on his cornlleld It 
gave a result for the better that is apparent 
every year. 


Mr. G. M. Klzer, of Moawfqua, 111., had ten 
barrels of lime to slack unsold. Offering a 
farmer to take and spread It on land and take 
payment in the Increase of the first year's 
crop In 1884 it was 18 bushels of wheat' 


Fnr years tho Furrow family, io Sangamon

SPARROWS AS FOOD. 


How the tittle English Invader* Can Bo 


Utilized to Advantage. 


When Paterson sportsmen run short 


of other game they have been com- 
pelled to shoot English sparrows, and 
sparrow pie is no longer an experiment 
in this city, but a dish relished by all 
who have tasted it. One of the letter 
carriers is an enthusiast on the ques- 
tion of sparrows, and devotes most all 
of his spare time to getting sparrows 
ready for the pot. 
He says that they 


make the best eating and are dainties 
of the first order. Tne principal spar- 
row eaters are, however, to be found 
among the English residents of thte 
city, who come from the home of the 
sparrow and know all about him. One 
of these in writing on this subject says: 
"Many things are necessary for a spar- 
row pie; and the chief of those is first 
to catch your sparrows. The sparrow 
likes best the neighborhood of rick 
yards; and the artrullness and dexter- 
ity with which he will hang by his feet, 
throw the whole weight of his little 
body on to an ear of wheat and carry 
it off is one of the things that are rarely 
observed, though they are well worth 
observing. Naturally they are as un- 
popular with the farmer as is the bam 
rat. Sparrows are much too artful for 
any trap. It is almost idle to set nooses 
or lay clap neto for these birds. The 
sparrow catcher's method is known as 
bat-fowling. 
For bat-fowling four 


spoilsmen aie the proper number. 
The second bears a lantern at the end of 
a pole, toward the light of which tho 
birds fly when suddenly aroused from 
(bleep. The other two hold and rattle 
close against the roosting haunt of the 
birds a wide-mouthed net, made like a 
shrimping net bnt considerablv larger; 
and into this the sparrows dasli, bewil- 
dered by the noise and dazzled bv the 
light." 


Speaking of the different methods of 


preparing Hie sparrow for tho table, 
the same coirespondent suys: 
"But 


there are other ways of cook.ng a spar- 
row than to boil them with beefsteak 
under ciusl; and in every way he re- 
pays tho trouble of the cook. Roll a 
pioce of bacon over his breast (not too 
large a piece), toast him in a Dutch 
ovun, and so sorve him hot 
School- 


boys know tins, although they aip often 
obliged to dispense with the bacon. 
Or, 'another ./ay ' Cuiry a dozen 
sparrows, and serve them with the 
proper gravy in a rampart of rice 
In 


fact, when you have once understood 
how dainty a biul a well-fed spairow 
is, a dozen worthy modes of presenting 
him at table will occur to you. Has 
not a book been written detailing a 
hundred methods of cooking the po- 
tato11 One way may be recommended 
as excellent 
Cut enough off the end 


of a large potato to enable you to 
scoop a receptacle for your spairow. 
Place him therein, as Izaak Walton 
said, 'tenderly,' with appropriate ad- 
juncts to your taste. Lute on tho head 
of your potato again with flour and 
water. 
Use your judgment as to time 


of serving, and this baked potato will 
astonish your guest. "—Paterson (N. J.) 
Press.

civilized Americans 


might suffer from their barbarous 
practices, and it is equally obvious 
that the Uuited States was regarded 
as a civilized country in which no 
acts of mob violence would ever be 
directed against barbarian or other 
foreign soj earners among us. From 
the events of the past year or two, 
it is apparent that the treaty was 
cons'ructed sn a basis of incorrect 
assumptions.

Chinese and American Mobs. 


Chlcaou Journal. 


That serious trouble with China is 


to be apprehended is no longer a 
matter of doubt. There are proba- 
bly from 7,000 to 10,000 American 
citizens doing business in the great 
Chinese ports of Canton, Amoy, 
Foo Ohoo, Ningpoo and Shanghai, 
and including those in the smaller 
Chinese cities and in the British 
Chinese city of Hong Kong. These 
Americans are utterly defenseless, 
and are dependent solely on the 
Chinese laws and officials for their 
personal safety and the security of 
their property. They would be as 
helpless in the face oE a Chinese mob 
as a squad of Chinese laborers in 
this country are ia the face of aii 
Irish or Hungarian mob 


The Chinese people are sympa- 


thetic and excitable. Intelligence 
of the terrible riots in the United 
States in which their countrymen 
were clubbed, stoned and killed, and 
their houses burned, is slow in 
reaching the cities of China, but al- 
though the facts are bad enough 
they will doubtless be greatly exag- 
gerated in the course of transmiss- 
ion, and a swift revenge may be an- 
ticipated. With thousands of Amer 
icons holding their lives and valua 
bis property at the mercy of the 
vast population occupying a Chinese 
seaport, what they have to fear in 
the way of reprisals can be better 
imagined than described. 


It is true that the treaties between 


the United States and China re 
quire the Chinese Government to 
pay any damage that the American 
citizens doing business in China may 
suffer through mobs and violent out- 
breaks. But a treaty would be val- 
ueless to enforce such payn ents if a 
Chinese mob and 
outbreak were 


caused by reports of the brutal vio- 
lence exercised by mobs in (.he Uni- 
ted States toward Chinese residents

MUSSEL POISONING. 


A Peculiar Instance of Poisoning Whleli 
Bai Excited the Scientific World. 


An unfortunate instance of poisoning 


by mussels (tfylilua 
edulis') recently 


took place at Wilhelmshaven. 
Two 


vessels were taken into dry dock for 
the purpose of cleaning, the sides of 
which were covered with the common 
mussel. 
The dock workpeople col- 


lected large quantities and took them 
home, where they were prepared and 
eaten. Very shortly after partaking ol 
them symptoms of poisoning set in, 
nineteen people being attacked—thir- 
teen men, five women and one chTld. 
Nine of the cases were serious. Within 
one and three-quarter hours after eat- 
ing the "mussels the first death took 
place, and three others foUowed within 
four and a half hours. The Kreiaphys- 
kns, Dr. Schmidtmann, made a post- 
mortem examination in the last case. 
The condition met with corresponded 
to irritant poisoning—redneas and 
swelling, and in many places complete 
detachment of the mucns membrane ol 
the intestine. The remains of mussels 
were among the intestinal contents, 
but no older masses. The spleen was 
swollen and thickened. 
Dr. Schmidt- 


mann attributed the poisining to a ptom- 
aine, but Virchow could not agree with 
this. He is, however, inclined to the 
view that it was due to an alkaloid. 
Portions of the bodies and variou* 
quantities of the mussels were submit- 
ted to 
Profs. Virchow 
and 
Koch 


for, examination, 
and these gentle- 


men, supported by Profs. Eilhard, 
Schulze, Salkowski and Wolff, institu- 
ted experimental investigations with 
them, the result ol which they have re- 
ported. Both the flesh and decoction 
contain the poison, which is weakened 
neither by heat nor by alcohol. Small 
animals were killed by it in a quartet 
of an hour. The poison is said to act 
like cnrare, by paralyzing the raoloi 
centers. Virchow places the poison in 
the series of iish poisons that develop 
in both dead and living u'shes. 
He 


also reported that Koch bad discovered 
several characteristic bacilli, but that 
he had not succeeded in propagating 
them, so that no delinite judgment 
could be pronounced 
upon them. 


Prof. Salkowski reported that all the 
active extracts of the poison were at 
once rendered inactive by moistening 
with a drop ol sodium bicarbonate. 
From thia he concludes that the poison 
is a fugitive alkaloid that had as yet 
not been isolated. The ships were not 
copper-bottomed, so that there could 
be no question of the mussels being 
rendered poisonous by metallic absorp- 
tion.—London Medical Press and Circu- 
lar.

At one o'clock the galleries began to fill up, 


and by halt-past one the door-keepers were 
compelled to tie their doors fast to keep ont 
the surulng crowds of persons anslous to 
secure a place. 
Mr. Allison, from the committee on appro- 
priations reported, with amendments, the 
urgency DcHclency Appropriation bill, anil 
aave notice that he would call It up to-mor- 
row. 


Mr. Rlddlcbcrger offered 
a 
resolution, 
•which was adopted, directing the jcrfjeant- 
at-arms to report to the Senate the mimes 
ot private secretaries to Senators not nl 
leady reported to the Secretary of the Sen 
ate. 


Mr. Logan sentto the clerk's deak and had 
read a letter addressed to him by Mr. Jas. JB, 
Ends, In which the latter denied emphatical- 
ly imputations thrown out by Senator Rid- 
dlebergDr In the Senate several days aso, 
that he hail henchmen on the floors of Con- 
gress. 
Promptly at two o'clock the judiciary 
committee resolutions, expressing condem- 
nation of the Senate for the refusal of the 
Attorney-General to send papers called for 
in the DuBkin case were taken up, tlie ques- 
tion being on the adoption oi the resolu 
tlona. 


Senator Edmunds rose and prefaced his 
speech with the remark that a calm and or- 
derly administration of constitutional gov- 
ernment Is n subject Inwhlch the people, the 
President 
and 
the 
Representatives 
of 
the people were equally Interested, 
and 
for which they were 
equally re- 
sponsible, 
It 
was 
In 
support 
of 
such orderly government that he addressed 
the Semite, It was forty years since an Issue 
of this kind had come between tho Executive 
and tho Senate. Instances evincing reluct- 
ance on the part of the President or the de- 
partments to furnish Information such as 
was 
desired 
in this case 
were 
very 
few. 
Senator Edmunds, 
after reading 
the statutes 
bearing on the appoint- 
ments 
and 
removals 
as 
well 
as 
the correspondence which had taken place 
between the Senate committee and the At- 
torney-General about Duskln's suspension, 
and having thus formulated hl8 case, pro- 
ceeded to argue that the President had not 
removed Duskln, but had merely suspended 
him. Duskln still remains a United States 
attorney. He stood In the attitude of a mili- 
tary officer under arrest, as the President 
might place General Sherman to-day, but 
Mils would not take General Sheridan out of 
the army. 
The proposition, Mr. Edmunds said, ai It 
came to the Senate In this caee, was that 
Duskln should be removed by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Burnett. Mr. Edmunds then 
read a long decision by a former Attorney- 
General, Mr. Aekerman, m support of this 
position 
In this opinion Mr. Aekerman 
held that the word "suspension," when ap- 
plied to an office, never signified a final re- 
moval. Another opinion, by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Devent, was olio read. In which that of- 
ficer Bays: "An office, the incumbent of 
which la only suspended, Ii In no case placed 
In abeyance." 
"And to," Mr. Edmunds continued, "it 
would be seen that In aplte of lending mil- 
leading dltcnuloni to the public press; in 
•plte ot certain Inagcnrate things stated in 
the maaaage of the President of the United 
Btatei to this body, and In spite of sundry 
Inaccurate views of the minority of tbe com- 
mittee on the Judiciary ai to what OH« case 
l> that we now nave to conalder—that u 
well by the lawi that have been placed on 
the statute book* aa by the action of all the 
administrations that had existed after the 
law* were passed, and by the action of the 
President of the United States himself In 
obedience to It-he has Invited the Senate of 
the United States to agree with him In re- 
moving Mr. Duikln from offlc* by the ap- 
pointment and commissioning of a uuoees- 


That being 10, contlnned Mr. Edmunds, 
"the question was whether official papera In 
the Department of Justice, bearing on the 
administration of the officer, whom the Sen- 
ate were asked to remove, should be sent to 
the Senate. There was but one answer to 
tnls question, Mr. Edmunds thought. Dis- 
cussing the question ol the relevancy of 
the papers called for, Mr. Edmunds said 
this was a matter to be decided by the 
Senate, and nobody else. 
He doubted 
•whether the warmest administration man 
would maintain that It was any part of 
tbe duty of a President or head of depart- 
ment to determine whether official Infor- 
mation In the departments required by 
either house of Congress, was to be fur 
nulled or withheld, according to that oUl- 
cer's opinion, whether It would or would not 
be "useful" to them In their deliberations. 
Passing on to discuss the official or private 
character of the papers desired by the Sen- 
ate, Mr. Edmunds said that the papers called 
for In this cose were pnperi filed In the At- 
torney-General's office, and the statutes 
made the Attorney-General, and not the 
President, the custodian of these papers. 
The people who mads the statutes had per- 
naps been laboring under the delusion—but 
Mr. Edmunds thought not—that papers In a

for In this cute are there, they are "flled. 
Mr. Edmonds then Inquired: What Is an 
official paper? He asked tho presiding om- 
eer, Mr. Sherman, whether he would con- 
•ider a letter addressed to him as President 
pro tern., relating to a measure pending be- 
fore the Senate, an "official" communication. 
Mr. Edmunds doubted whether In such an 
Instance Mr. Sherman would think it within 
the fitness ol things to carry such a letter to 
his house, or put It In his pocket, "or put It 
to year fireplace and destroy It." 
The President and the minority of the Ju- 
diciary committee said the suspension of an 
officer wai an act solely within tbe discre- 
tion of the President. Tbe majority, Mr. Ed- 
munds laid, agreed with them In this, but 
more than this the suspension ot an ofncer 
waa an official act. The statutes Bald it waa 
Tbe President said It WHS, and, of course, II 
wai an official act. Every paper, therefore, 


addressed to tbe officer exercising that of- 
ficial function must be kept as an offioiol 
paper, no 
matter 
how vile 
or 
false 
It may be. It 
does not 
belong 
to 
the man, whether President or Attorney- 
General, butto the officer In his character 
aa an officer. The Attorney-General save no 
hint that any part of the papers called for 
were private or unofficial, or even con- 
fidential. 
Public papers—offl'slal papers— 
were called for, nnd such papers only w ere 
spoken of In the response. Did those papers 
relate to the motives of tbe President la sus- 
pending Duskin? Did anybody suppose tbe 
President or any of his friends had filed a 
statement of his motives? By no means. 
That would be absurd. The'papers, there- 
fore, stated 
fai'ts, on 
the 
statement 
of 
the . Attorney-General 
that 
they 
related exclusively to the suspension, stated 
facts, or allowed facts, at to the conduct of 
the officer suspended. Since the Senate was 
called upon to insist tbe President in dls- 
pirtfcin'j this man permanently, every paper 
there, relating to him or thu admission of 
the Attornev-General, related to the conduct 
of tha ofBoe while In the posttesslon of Dus- 
kln. 
But the papers, said Mr. Edmunds, were 
refused because they would not only Rive 
the facts, but enable us to understand the 
rea&ons of the President for exercising his 
official act. Therefore, the pio position was 
that the Senate being called on. In the exer- 
cise of its jurisdiction, to Judsre of the 
official conduct o* Duskln—the President 
having already been culled on, within his 
Jurisdiction, to pronounce a judgment on a 
similar question about the 9arne man—the 
Senate oould not have the papers, because if 
itdld, they would disclose the grounds on 
which «he President acted. 


All the operations of the Government, Mr. 
Edmunds continued, were executive, and 
had It come to this, that because the 
President was the Chief Kxecntlve officer 
of the Government, Congress could unow 
nothing as to the facts and circumstances 
relating to the execution of the laws be- 
cause, 11 they did, might be able to compre- 
hend the motives or reasons of the l*resi- 
dent In carrying out the laws. Why, such a 
statement was shocking, yet that was the 
lo^lc of this whole thing. The Attf^ney- 
General had said that the "nabllo IntBr- 
est" would not be subserved by sending 
the papers to tbe Senate. According to this 
the publlclnterest would not be subserved by

Bald there had been no calling for papers In 
such a case as th's. that had been obeyed 
until 1407 That was true, because until 18M 
there wan no statute authorising the Presi- 
dent to suspend any official at all Mr. Ed- 
niunds, toward the close ol his speech, read 
a copy of a letter from Mr. Thurman. as 
chairman or the committee, to the Attorney- 
General, dated March 24,18!», calling for 
"such Information as may be In the posjes- 
slcm ol your department concerning the fol- 
lowing nominations, together with any sug- 
qestlon you may be pleased to note."

Now the 
wealthy husband of this beautiful girl, his 
home blessed with children, and his invention 
having increased many times his latber-iu- 
law'B wealth. Little more than a decade ago 
he taught the deaf and dumb for the pittance 
they were able to pay him. Now the wealthy 
philanthropist, he spends tens of thousands in 
carrying out his pet theories in regard to 
deaf mutes, and with all his generosity finds 
it hard to u«e his income.

Mr. Bell refused to give this, and the exhibi- 
tor looked up a "Frenchman who was said to 
look like Bell, and modeled a bust Irom him 
and announced it as that of the inventor of 
the telephone. He has never given out a pho- 
tograph to the newspapers, and the above is 
perhaps the first accurate picture of him ever 
published. 
How it was obtained it is not 


necessary to say. It did not come from Mr. 
Bell, and he will be surprised to see his best 
photograph in print.

walnut desk, sitting on an office Jiair 
cushioned with green leather, Mr. Bell 
works. The desk is covered with books and 
papers, and I note that some of the latter are 
filled with figures. A porcelain hand with 
lettei-s pasted upon it lies at one side, and this, 
1 am told, is an iuvention for teaching deaf 
childivn to converse with each other by 
touching certain spots on the himd,- which 
represent letters. The deaf person associates 
these spots with tlio letteis, and Mr. Bell's

secretary tells mo that Mr. Bell can stand 
back to back with a deaf child of Washing- 
ton, and.by the deaf child's putting his hand 
behind him so that Bell can touch its palm, 
he can talk to him at the rate of ninety words 
a minute. These hands are used in Mr. Bell's 
private school for the deaf. 


The education of the deuf is one of Tele- 


phone Bell's hobbies, and he has spent a 
great deal of money upon it. He had for a 
time a deaf and dumb school here at Wash- 
ington, where at his own expense he taught a 
number of little deaf and dumb children. 
Some of these children are being taught under 
his directions yet, though the main branch of 
the school has been discontinued. This pri- 
vate school of Mr. Bell's is in a little, old- 
fashioned, vine-covered brick building, just 
across the ciicle from his big house. It is 
surrounded by the most fashionable residences 


Telepone Bell's house is on Soott circle, in 


the most fashionable pai t of tho fashionable 
northwest s,eetion of Washington. 
To the 


leit of it stands the Louise Home for Old 
Ladies, and to the right is the big palace 
where Don Cameron so long lived, and just 
beyond this is Senator Windom's bouse, in 
which Elaine wrote the most of his second 
volume. The Bell house is an immense one, 
and its material is pressed brick of a Pom- 
peian red, The front door opens out into the 
porte cochere, and as you stand, in the even- 
ing in front of its stained glass panels, an 
electric light is burning over your head. 
The ulterior 
of

is elegant 


and rich, and its furnishings have been 
brought from the four quarters of the earth, 
A» the door opens, just in front of you and 
across a roomy hall appears the entrance to 
the music room. The portieres of rich hang- 
ings are parted, and a marble Psyche, with a 
bird perched upon her shoulder and singing 
in her ear, looks ont from in front of the 
grand piano. Telephone Bell in an accom- 
plished musician, acid he plays the finest of 
the classical music at sight He is passion- 
ately fond of music, and his mnsicalea ire 
noted in Washington society. 


Mr. Bell is fond of good society, and hi» 


wife is one of the most accomplished ladies of 
Washington. She is very pretty, and though 
stone deaf she can understand perfectly by 
noticing the movement of the lips of the per- 
sons addressing her. She was the daughter 
of the rich Gardiner Hubbard, of Boston. 
She lost her hearing when she was 5 years 
old, and her father feared she would become 
a deaf mute. He sent her to school in Ger- 
many, to the deaf and dumb professors there, 
and after she relumed to America, at the ago 
of 15, she went to Mr. Bell's school in Boston. 
Bell fell in love with her, and they were 
finally married. Mr. Bell once told me there 
was a romance fonnected with his invention 
of the telephone, and though he would not say 
what that romance wasl imaginehestnmbled 
upon its idea when be was trying to teauh his 
biveelheart to talk. 


When he completed his invention his father- 


in-law was taken into partnership with him, 
and the two organized the gigantic telephone 
monopoly which now covers the world with 
its wires, and brings its inhabitants mouth to 
mouth if not face to face. The Bell mansion 
however, belongs to Mrs. Bell, and it is a 
present to her from her father. It cost more 
than 8100,000, and it has a stable in its rear 
which looks us fine as many a well-to-do man's 
house. 


Telephone Bell's library is in the top of the 


house, and he works away here tnight after 
night when all the world fa asleep. His work- 
ing hours are from 1 o'clock p. in. until 4 in 
the morning, and he spends these hours in 
study almost as regularly as the days go 
round. He is a great student, and his scien- 
tific researches take a wide range. He is 
finely educated, speaks French and knows 
German. 


The library is made up of two large rooms, 


the walls of which are lined with books. 
Grate fires burn in each room, and pictures 
hang here and there upon the walls. Mr. 
Bell's study is the innermost of these rooms, 
and the door by which it ic entered is so nar- 
row that a Falstaff could hardly squeeze 
through it. Books are everywhere. An easy 
lounge lies in front of the fire, and a glob* 
stands in one coi-ncr.

'aril, made up of ground which is worth at 
east (S a square foot, and this, at certain 
lours of thu duy, is filled with children. A 
cindergarten occupies the lower story, and 
he upper, which is tastefully furnished, is de- 
rotcd to the school of deaf inutos. In this 
school Ibe deaf and dumb children are taught 
to speak by watching the lips of their teacher 


nd learning to shape their lips in the same 


way in uttering sounds which correspond to 
lie various words. Mr. Bull's father is, I 
liink, the author of tho system used, anil- 
hero is no doubt that it is n success. The 
bildrcn leurn to talk, and they are able to 
ommumoatc their thoughts, liut their voices 
are generally harsh and loud. 


Mr Bell thinks that deaf children should 
ever be educated with deaf children. And 
some of his deaf pupils are now going to l.he 
kindergarten and associating with children 
who speak. Ho does not believe in deaf, and 
dumb asylums, and says that the association 
o£ tho deaf mutes together in these is rapidly 
forming a race of deaf mutes in tbe United 
States. Deaf mutes marry deaf mutes, and 
such marriages produce deaf mute children. 
He tells me there are 
now 33,878 deaf 


mutes in tho United States, or one for 
about every 1,500 of population. He states 
that 
the vocal organs of deaf people 


are usually perfect, and that their inability to 
speak comes from their not being able to hear 
and thus imitate sounds. He has shown that 
deaf mutes can be taught to speak. He says 
that the intellects of the deaf are fully -.ai 
bright as those of hearing people, and that 
there are many examples of deaf mutes who 
by learning to speak have become valuable 
citizens. His wife, us I have said, was at one 
tune deaf and dumb. There Is a patent law- 
yer in Cincinnati who was once a deaf mute, 
and there are deaf mute editors, doctors and 
even poets. 


Professor Bell keeps up his electrical ex- 


periments, though he is very close-mouthed 
about what he is doing. His laboratory boa 
been, until last month, in a little dilapidated 
brick building back among the trees, on Con- 
necticut avenue, within a stone's throw of the 
palace of the British legation. This laboratory 
has been known as the Volta laboratory, and 
it was founded with the Volta prize money 
of $10,000, which the French academy award- 
ed Bell for the telephone. In it he has spent 
thousands of dollars and hours of labor in ex- 
periments, but no one has bothered him. 
The aspect of the building is forbidding. It 
stands high up from the street, and its green 
blinds are generally closed. Still, great man- 
sions have been springing up all around 
this, and now Professor Bell has decided 
to move his workshop to Georgetown. 
His extreme caution will probably be in- 
creased by the late suits, which have cost the 
Bell company fortunes. In Mr. Bell's library 
there are three volumea of 800 pages each, 
which contain the printed testimony of the 
plaintiff in the Drawbaugh cases, and each 
of these volumes is as big as a dictionary. 
Bell's testimony as defendant takes up four 
volumes of the same proportions, and the ab- 
stract of the evidence in the case makes an- 
other volume of the same family bible size. 
The Pan Electric suits may cost fully as 
much, and however they terminate, they will 
materially add to the fees of a number of 
noted lawyers. 


Speaking of Bell's caution, he could hardly 


sleep, I am told, when he was making his flrst 
experiment with the telephone, for fearsome 
one would steal hia invention before he could 
patent it. He kept his models in his own 
room m Boston, and had a box-like case in 
which he locked them up whenever he went 
out of his room. At first the stock was sold 


low, and there are a number of men 


obotit Washington who made fortunes by in- 
vesting in it. What Bell is worth now no one 
knows. 1 heard the figure put at W.OUO.OOO, 
and I suppose his father-in-law, Gardiner 
riubbard, is worth at least as much more. 


Professor Bell has the long, high head of the 


inventor and the mathematician.

A Ignominious Surrender. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 10.—The eigh- 


teenth months' boycott on the stoves and 
raugcs manufactured by the Fuller & 
Warren Company, ol Troy, N. V., was 
raised yesterday. The general executive 
board of the Knights of Labor heard W. 
F. Warren, representing the Troy firm. 
The firm promised not to discriminate 
against the Knights hereafter; to rein- 
state discharged employes as soon as va- 
cancies occurred, and to discharge some 
twenty-five men who deserted the organ- 
ization. The Knights ol Labor in return 
will do all they can to help the company 
retrieve losses caused by the boycott.
